Receiving 
injuries 
in 
a 
manner 
which will always remain unknown 
S. F. 
King, a Western 
Maryland 
Railway brakeman died on Tuesday 
afternoon, after being found on the 
tender of his train at Bittinger, with 
a deep gash in his forehead a short 
distance above the bridge of the nose. 
King was all right when the heavy 
freight, 
eastward 
bound, 
passed 
through New Oxford on its w*ay to 
Port Covington. 
When the train pull­ 
ed 
into 
Bittinger 
Station, 
several 
miles farther on, a by-stander called 
the attention of the crew to the pros­ 
trate form of the man lying on the 
rear of the tender. 
King’s one arm 
was in the man-hole and the lid had 
fallen on it. 
His one leg was hang­ 
ing far out over the side of the car 
and he was unconscious, apparently 
from the wound on his head. 
The generally accepted theory of 
his injury was that he was struck by 
one of the overhead bridges between 
New Oxford and Bittinger, that he 
w’as knocked down by the bridge and 
sustained his injury either from the 
impact w'ith it or from the sharp edge 
of the water tank. One of these over­ 
head bridges is located a short dis­ 
tance below New Oxford station and 
♦here are others between there am' 
Bittinger. 
Another theory advanced 
was that King might have jumped 
from a car to the tender and, slip 
ping, might have struck the side of 
the tender and received his injury. 
As soon as his position was discov­ 
ered he w*as taken to the station and 
there he was left until the afternoon 
train from Gettysburg to York, leav­ 
ing here at one o’clock, came along. 
He was placed on this train and ta k ­ 
en to Hanover but when it arrived 
there 
he had 
died. 
The 
Western 
Maryland authorities placed the body 
in the hands of a Hanover undertaker 
with instructions to prepare for bur­ 
ial. 
The unfortunate brakeman is said 
to be 
from 
Hagerstown, and 
was 
about 37 years of age. 


TO MEET HERE 
IN DECEMBER 


Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle of 


of Gettysburg Commission will 


Meet here about the Middle of 


Next Month. 


The Fiftieth Anniversary of the i 
Battle of Gettysburg Commission will 
meet in Gettysburg on Thursday, F ri­ 
day and Saturday, December 12, 1.1 
and 14 for the purpose of taking up 
various m atters regarding 
prepara­ 
tions for next year’s celebration. The 
meetings will be held at Hotel Gettys- J 
burg and on the camp sites. 
A number of United States Army 
officers are expected to be here to 
confer with the Pennsylvania Com­ 
mission regarding various things and 
the final arrangem ents for the es­ 
tablishment of the camp of 40,000 
veterans w'ill be the principal m atter 
for thought. 
One of the most important features 
of this conference will be a considera­ 
tion of the various railroad exten­ 
sions about Gettysburg and the offi­ 
cers are now busily engaged in col­ 
lecting data regarding that feature. 
The entire Pennsylvania Commis- 
lion is expected to be present with 
Captain Hartmann and several other 
Army men. 
After the actual work of 
establishing the camp is begun the 
program for the exercises which re­ 
mains a m atter of much interest will 
be announced. 
The direct financial responsibility 
for the arrangem ents are assumed by 
the War Department but the Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Commission 
has 
transferred 
from the amount appropriated by the 
State the sum of $10,000 which the 
Department at Washington has ac­ 
cepted on account.

ing table as many of its members as 
live within easy traveling distance. 
The observance of the day in Get­ 
tysburg,

The churches of the town 
will unite in a union service in the 
College 
Lutheran 
church 
a t seven 
in 
the evening, 
that 
hour

ing been chosen in preference to the 
morning which was the custom for a 
number of years. 
The day is a gen­ 
eral 
holiday 
and 
all 
the 
business 
places of town will be closed w’hile 
the post office will observe holiday 
hours and the rural carriers will have 
a day off, the city carriers making 
but one delivery and collection at ten 
o’clock. 
The office will open 
from 
eleven in the morning until noon and 
from 6.00 to 6.30 p. rn. 
A Thanksgiving service will be held 
in the Episcopal church at ten o’clock 
in the morning. The hour for the 
evening union service will be seven 
o’clock as above noted, instead of 7.10 
as previously announced. 
The Times joins in the general ob­ 
servance of the day, as do all evening 
newspapers, and does not publish a 
paper on Thanksgiving. 
No feature of the day is arranged 
as in many other towns and G ettys­ 
burg will have no foot ball contest 
nor any event of that kind to amuse 
and entertain its people, the town giv­ 
ing itself over to a quiet celebration 
of the holiday and contemplation of 
its real significance.

In a report on asphalt by the United 
States geological survey the following 
Intereating remarks about lchthyol ara 
found: 
“A peculiar form of a sp h a ltic ma 
terlal found In Austria finds applica­ 
tion, after appropriate chemical treat­ 
ment, aa a medicament under 
the 
name lchthyol (and uaed for erysipe­ 
las, eczema, etc.). 
It la not prepared 
In the United State*. 
The raw ma 
terlal from which it la derlvad la a 
fossiliferous deposit which Is found 
near Seefeld, in th# Austrian Tyrol. 
I The material mined at this place is 
carefully selected as to grade and Is 
subjected to dry distillation. The dis­ 
tillate thus obtained Is then sulphonat- 
ed and subsequently neutralized with 
ammonia. 
The finished product re­ 
sulting from this process Is the com­ 
mercial article known as lchthyol. Tbs 
exact chemical composition of lch* 
thyol has not been determined.’*

This consulate has from time to 
time received letter* from m ami fee* 
lurers of various sorts of fly paper 
in the United States who wish to 
exteud 
their 
trade. 
These 
letters 
have been fully answered, giving tho 
names and addresses of local dealers, 
and also the various torts of Ameri­ 
can and other fly paper sold here. 
It Is not [possible to work up an ex­ 
tensive trade in Bohemia as there STO 
not sufficient flies to exterminate. In 
most of the dining rooms during tho 
course of a meal perhaps three or 
four flies appear during the season. 
In restaurants there are vary few 
flies. 
Here screen doors to keep oat flies 
and other insects are unknown. Tho 
buildings ate all constructed of brick, 
stone or concrete.
